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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding Claims 1-3, Yang et al. disclose 
liquid crystal displays containing tilted optical axis compensation films having a negative birefringence where in Figs. 1 and 7, an optical 
compensation lamination arrangement using tilted optical axis compensation films 76 and 72 with negative birefringence to achieve a 
better viewing angle characteristics is shown. Yang et al. fail to disclose the required tilts of the individual layers being in opposite 
directions and the required lamination structure. However, Clerc et al. disclose a cell with a double liquid crystal layer using the 
electrically controlled birefringence effect and process for producing a uniaxial medium with negative optical anisotropy usable in the cell 
where in column 11 lines 65-68 and column 12 lines 1-5 the required oppositely directed tilt directions of the individual layers are 
disclosed. Furthermore, Anderson et al. disclose a broadband cholesteric polarizer an an optical device employing the same where in 
column 9, the required lamination structure is disclosed. . 
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
